EZEKIEL QUITS
SETTLING BASIN

Clear Water Expert Resigns to

Engage in Other
Business.
-.

LEAVES HIGHLY INDORSED

Water Department Officials
Looking for Suitable Man to

Take Charge of Plant.

Director Edwin N. Ezcklel, of the
settling basins, handed his resignation
to Superintendent Bugono IV. Davis, of
the Water Department. yesterday
morning to take effect January l,
when he expects to go Into business.
Mr- Davis has as yet made no appoint¬
ment to till the position, hut Is con¬
sidering several applications. The
position pays $1.500 a year, and rc-
iltilres that the occupant shall he both
a capable chemist who can make
daily analyses of the water and also
n capable executive officer, who can
take dally direction of the operation
o. the water cleaning plant and the
management of the forte of men em¬
ployed there.
Mr. Ezcktel lias been with tne Water

Department as Its chemist since 1907.
Previously he was associated with
Chief Health Officer B. C. Levy, pre¬
vious to the creation of the present
Health Department, in a prolonged
,serics of experiments and tests of
methods of purification of city water
in an effort to reach the exact formula
by which the settling basins should
be operated. After Dr. Levy was ap¬
pointed Health Officer, Mr. Bzektcl con¬
tinued with the Water Department as
its chemist, carrying oh the dally
tests of bacteriological and other con¬
ditions In river water over a period
of several years before the settling
basins were luially completed and put
Into use two years ago next Monday.

Tito Venrs of Clear Wnter.
For the past two year's be bns bad

actual and dally charge of the basins,
has directed the intake of water at
times when the river was suitable, has
taken dally analyses of samples both
of river and basin water, directed the
amounts Of coagulants to bo used from
day to day, and the manner of Its use.
and generally hud direction of the wa¬
ter clarification plant under supervis¬
ion of the Superintendent of the Wa¬
ter Works. At no t'me In tho past
two years has there been noticeable
discoloration, or any trace of impurity
in the water furnished to citizens,
though nn average of from 12,000,000
lo 15.000.000 gallons has been used
dally during that entire period.

Recently there has been some agita¬
tion to consolidate the utile» of chemist
of the Water Department with the of-|
lice of City Chemist, to which strong
opposition has been voiced by Kttpoiftn-
teudent Davis, Chairman Morgan lt.
Mills, of the Council Committee on Wn -1
tor. and Chief Health Officer Levy. It
¦Is pointed out thnt the dally analyses
of water must tie made on the ground
10 be effective; that the Water Depart¬
ment already has a sufficiently well
equipped laboratory at the basin? to do
Ibis work, and that there- would be no
economy, since even though nil anal)'-
snsc were made by the City Chemist,
there must be a capable officer In daily
charge of the basins to Insure clear
and pure water.

TVeeds Kxpcrt Handling;.
Very slight variations from the form¬

ulas, such ns might bo anticipated at
the hands of Inexpert men. might re¬
sult either In using too little coagulant,
thus leaving the water discolored, or,
what would be more serious, the use of
too much, thus leaving In the water
alum and other coagulants, making It
undesirable for use, as well as entail¬
ing a grent expense for the material
wasted. A very slight variation In the
amount of alum used might result In
a year In far more waste than the cost
of the salary of the present director
of the basins.

Superint« ndent Davis said last night
that he had accepted Mr. Bscklel's res¬
ignation, and could nol stand In his
way, but that he greatly regretted to
lose so capable a man. Mr. Davis
added that he feared the position would
be a hard one to 1111. since. It required
a man capable of making the analyses,
or handling men and of sufficient re¬
sponsibility to be left In daily direction
of that part ot the water works on
which the suecess of all tho rcbt de¬
pends. The Health Department also
urges thnt the greatest care he taken
in nicking a proper selection, nB, in
the bands of an incompetent man. the
city might lose the great benefit It has
derived from an unfailing supply of
clear water.

WILL GET PERMIT

Inspector Reck Satisfied on Ex¬
amination After Writing

Major Werner.

ISSUE IT THIS AFTERNOON

Xcw Presbyterian Church in
Fairniount Must Await

Councils Action.
Although Building inspector Beek

notified Chief of Police Werner 'yester¬day that _the Km pi re Theatre had not
boon granted a permit, and that the.
Police, Department was expected to
prevent the formal opening oil' Monday,he announced last night that the' per¬
mit would probably he Issued this lif-i
ternoon. This statement was made;
by Mr. Beck after he had Inspected
the house und had found that nearly
all of the demands from his depart¬
ment had been compiled with. Thoro
ore one or two matters to be arrang¬
ed to-day. although Mr. Beck Is sat-ls-
ilcd that everything will be In shape.
Major Werner was informed that the
house would therefore"be opened on
Christmas Kay na advertised. Tho
management went right to work when,
It heard of Mr. Beck's letter, and by
so doing met all his requirements,

Letter to Mnjor Werner.
Mr. Beck yesterday morning sent the]following letter to Major Werner, call¬

ing his attention tu three distinct mut-
t e rs:
"No permit has been issued to the

Umpire Theatre for any opening on jChristmas Day, as advertised. This is
lo notify you that any attempt to open!
this building, unless it shall he dona on
a duly authorized permit. Is in violation
of the city ordinance, and I trust you
will take the proper steps to boo that
the place Is kept cloned until this per¬
mit Is obtained. The building III Its
present condition falls to meet the re¬
quirements of this ofiii-e and of tho
Chief.of the Fire Department.
"Johnson's Hall, on Leigh Streof, near

St. .lames Street, line not received a
permit to open, and any use of this
hall Is niso n violation ot existing city
ordinances.
"The Presbyterian Church In Pair-

mount has not received, and will not
receive, a permit from this otlice, as
the church Itself was erc-ted upon a
special ordinance from the Council, and
its opening must likewise he sanctioned
by that body, as I decline to authorize
IIS opening under the present ordi¬
nance.''

Meet* Code Hoqulremenln.
The new Empire Theatre was erected

by M. L iiofhelmer and leased by n
syndicate licnd/-d by .lake Wells as u
high-grade vaudeville house, seating
1,100 patrons. It Is an expensive and
highly ornamented building, practically
fireproof, and meeting the Building
Code requirements as to the construc¬
tion of theatres better than any exist¬
ing theatre In the city, hclng the only
theatre erected since the new code was
adopted. It Is stated that the defects
are of a minor character, being mainly
the failure to Install red lamps and
painted signs Indicating the exits, lire
hose and connections and similar ap¬
pliances which city ordinances rcqulro
In buildings of this character.
City ordinances ore very specific that

no. theatre or similar public building
can he opened without a written per¬
mit from the Building Inspector and
the Chief of the Fire Department, who
must certify that after examination
they lind the building to comply with
city ordinances us to snfety devices
and appliances.
Johnson's Hall, on Leigh Street, needs

lire escapes and other provisions for
public safely. It is, designed to be
used by colored people.

Xcw Presbyterian Church.
In the case of the new Presbyterian

Church in Fairmount, Mr. Beck takes
the ground that since the Council has
taken that matter out of his hands,
any permission for Its opening and use
must be granted by the Council. Some
months ago the olllcors of the First
Presbyterian Church applied for per¬
mission to erect a small frame ch.tpel
in Falrmoimt as a gathering placo for
the Presbyterian families living In that
vicinity, the plan being to use this place
of worship as a nucleus around which
lo gather a sulMcient congregation to
Justify the erection later of a per¬
manent brick church building. The]
Building Inspector refused a permit,
since the plans for the frame chapel
did not meet the requirements of tho
Building Code. A special ordinance,
was Introduced nnd adopted by tho
Council, granting 10 George It. Cannon
and others the right to erect n frame
chapel at the point indicated, nnd tho
new building Is now practically com¬
pleted. Under the circumstances, Mr.
Beck says he will not iissnma the risk
of its use. nor will the Chief of the
Fire Department .sanction the crowding
of people Into a structure of this char¬
acter. The new chapel, therefore, can¬
not be used save by the cxprrss permis¬
sion of the City Council.
Johnson's Hall, used by colored peo¬

ple, will get no opening permit until fire
escapes are. provided.

Two Ministers Honored at An¬
nual Election.Elag Given

by Sponsor.
frauds on the pension rolls of Vlr-

ginlu was under considerable discus¬
sion ai this mooting or i.ep Camp ot
Confederate Votorans last night. De¬
serters who draw money from the
Stute were, denounced, and the oplnlou
-seemed to lie general that some action
should he taken. There wns no mo¬
tion regarding the mat tor, since Col¬
onel Joseph V. Bldgood, who brought
the subject lo the attention of the
camp, suggested that the members
should give it some thought before
taking any sort of action.

It was evident, however, thnt the
veterans felt deeply on the subject.
Those who spoko agreed thnt all spur¬
ious claims should lie rejected; that
mote attention should be paid to ap¬
plications by Ipcnl camps, and that
tho pensions lists of the Common¬
wealth should be a roll of honor.

Investigation along this line was
urged by the Joint Auditing Commit¬
tee of the General Assembly In Its re¬
cent report.

Deserter Drew Pension.
Colonel Bitlgood, who. In bis position

as clerk of Virginia .Military Records,
has much Information on the matter
of soldiers' records, suggested that the
camp should memorialize the Legisla¬
ture lo appoint a body whose duty It
should l>e to fnvesi.igatc the pension
tilllce. lie said he fell sure there were
a .number of ujireyirthy nnmes on the
roTta Ffe gave one instance: A man
applied for n pension and his applica¬
tion wont up approved by Lee Camp,
and he rerelvntl the pension. Later he
died, nnd Ms widow asked for a claim
as such, ra looking into her case, iti
was found that tho husband had been
a deserter from the Southern cause.

D. A. Brown, Jr.. quartormuster of
Lee Camp, expressed the opinion that
local camps do not do their full duty
In approving applications. lie con¬
demned the practice of receiving and
approving such n pnpor on the same
night, und said It should lie over for
investigation for at least a week.

Should He Supervision.
The remedy, In the opinion of At-

torney-Oenoral .Samuel W. Williams,
was in some sort of localized super¬
vision. Ho felt that camps did not al¬
ways do their full duty In this matter.
He called attention to the fact that the
forcn In tho pension clerk's office is
entirely Insufficient to permit the de¬
tection of abuses, especially as all ap¬
plications come in from camps of vet¬
erans.

The only solution, in the opinion of
Adjutant J. Taylor Strattdn, was in the
constitution of a central board of, say,
three men located In Richmond, nnd
paid salaries by the State, to make a
complete Investigation- lie also gave
an Instance of an application which
almost went through, when nlmost by
accident it was stopped by receipt of
Information from the War Department
that, according to the Confederate
rolls, the man had been a deserter.

It Is unnecessary to say what the
members of the camp thought about
deserters.the object abhorred by sol¬
diers-
